Castle  Kilbarren  (ruins),  Ballyshannon,  Donegal,  is  the 
traditional  ancestral  home  of  the  Clarke's.  Other  forms  of  the 
same  name  familiar  in  Ireland  are  O' Cleary,  O'Clery,  Clark,  Clerk, 
Clerkin,  Clerkins,  etc.  Ballyshannon  (pop. 2, 958,  about  1895)  stands 
at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Erne,  near  where  it  forms  a  fine  cascade 
over  a  ledge  of  rocks,  the  old  cataract  of  ASSAROE.  The  town  is 
celebrated  in  legend  and  romance. 

Cavan .  The  county  gets  its  name  from  the  town  of  Cavan,  from 
the  remarkable  hollow  in  which  it  stands;  Gaelic  Cabhan  (pronounced 
Cavan),  a  hollow- --cognate  with  Latin  cavea ,  and  English  cabin.  The 
river  Erne,  from  its  source  in  Lough  Gowna,  to  near  where  it 
enters  Upper  Lough  Erne,  belongs  to  this  county. 

Louah  Ought er  a  large  lake  broken  up  into  a  number  of  small 
sheets  by  promontories,  peninsulas  and  islands,  of  all  shapes  and 

sizes — wooded ,  verdant,  and  cultivated . and  an  a  rock  in  the 

midst  of  the  lake  stands  Clogh-Ought er  Castle  in  ruins. 

"Owen  0* Neill. . .was  then  carried  to  Cloughought er ,  a  strong 
castle  of  the,  O'Reillys  in  Lough  Oughter  in  Cavan  (year  1649?).. 
....References  to  the  castle  of  Cloghoughter  (Cloch  Locha  Uachtair) 
i.e.  the  stone  fortress  of  Lough  Oughter,  will  be  found  in  the 
Annals  of  the  Four  Masters  under  dates  of  1327,  1369,  and  1370.  In 
this  castle  Bishop  Bedell  was  for  some  time  confined  in  1642. (p537 
in  Haverty. 

Killa shandra  ( Gaelic : Cillnaseanr ata ) ,  population  692  in  the 
year  1885,  near  the  west  shore  of  Lough  Oughter,  is  jr  rched  on  a 
ridge  in  the  midst  of  a  number  of  beautiful  lakes. (p  60,  Haverty). 

Cavan  was  anciently  called  East  Brefny/  or  Brefny  O'Reilly; 
for  it  was  the  -patrimony  of  the  O'Reillys;  the  county  Leitrim 
forming  West  Brefny,  or  Brefny  O'Rourke.  Croghan,  near  Killashandra 
was  the  place  where  the  O'Rourke  used  to  be  inaugurated  prince  of 
Brefny. 

In  "Ways  and  Means  of  Identifying  Ancestors",  by  Evan  L.  Reed, 
the  author  recommends  approximating  birthdates  of  children  by 
assuming  the  father  is  26  years  old  and  the  mother  22  years  old 
when  the  first  child  is  born,  and  that  in  colonial  times  children 
were  born  about  two  years  apart.  Using  this  system  of  approximation 
and  the  traditional  (Cosie  Clarke  Miller)  order  of  birth  of  William
